There is no question, he said 
fcbat others besides Lee Harvey 
Oswald, a former New Orleans 
resident, were involved in the 
conspiracy. 

This goes counter to the War- 
reft Cbmmission, which said its 
exhaustive investigation showed 
that Oswald shot the President 
and that there was no credible 
evidence that anyone else was 
implicated.
